Sscnox 1. SeclionSOot Chepler 131 of 


tbo GenerDt SlRtutea ia hereby amended EO 
03 lo read as follows : 


"SEO. 20. Every person who ahull erect

3H11 COTO ID Warwick, or from the mouth 
of said cove to tho pond ol fresh water that 
runs into said cove, or such slreams 03 run 
into said ppnil, or who shall keep up nny 
dam or weir, ur other obstruction therein 
Diailp, and onj owner or occupant o[ locus 
adjoining Baid Mill Cove or tho &trenm lead- 
ing from said pond into £aid covOj who shall 
permit any Each obstrnclion to ho erected or 
continued in or npon said core or etreBm, 
whether done, erected, or continaedby him- 
self, or other pcrsons,adjac3nt to his land,at 
any lims between the flrtt day of March 
und tho first day of November in any year, 
shall forfeit ono hundred dollars for each of- 
fence."
